But I owe the citizens of 
Princeton and Caldwell county a speech in de- 
fense of the Federal Constitution and our glori- 
ous Union, and 1 will redeem the obligation. as 
soon as my health and the weather will permit 
me to do so. The news from Washington to-day 
is most cheering, and gives hope that all may yet 
he well with our country, and the Union saved. 
God grant that it may bo so. Our motto should 
be, "Don't give up the ship;" and, fighting for

After which the following gentlemen were 
appointed a committee to draft resolutions 
expressive of the wishes of the meeting: R. 
B. Rntclitf, W. L. Pollard, J. Y. Chambers. 
F. D. Wyatt, S. W. Pickering, J. B. -Broom, 
and Dr. J. A. King. 

D. W. McGoodwin, Esq., was then intro- 
luced tothe audience, who delivered a speech 
fall of earnest and patriotic sentiments; sen- 
timents, too, which 'twas evident from his 
Fervent manner sprung from the very soul 
of the old patriot. During the proceeding 
the Princeton Band discoursed our national 
airs in the most delightful style, adding 
much to the entertainment of the audience. 

The committee reported the following res- 
olutions, which were adopted without a dis- 
senting voice, amidst the most deafening 
thunders of applause. 

Itetolvvd, That our devotion to the Union con- 
tinues unabated ; that we still cherish a cordial 
and immovable attachment to it; that wc still look 
to it as the palladium of our political safety and 
prosperity, and indignantly frown upon the at- 
tempts that have been made to destroy it. 

Ketolved, Thnt it is neither the interostnor duty 
of Kentucky, for any of the causes that now ex- 
ist, to sever her connection with tho Union ; and 
that if she shall continue to stand firm and immo- 
vable in her present position as peacemaker, and 
exercise patience aud forbearance, that she has 
encouraging prospects of an amicable adjustment 
of all our difficulties. 

Ketolved, That we indorse the action of our 
Legislature, at its late called session, tn recom- 
mending to Congress the calling of a National 
Convention, and that we look to it as tho surest 
means of restoring peace and harmony to the 
country. 

Jietolved, That it is the duty of Kentucky to 
protect her rights and interest from all encroach- 
ments, and that the calling of a State Conven- 
tion at this time is not nocessary to enable her to 
do so. 

Ketolved, That the lion. John J. Crittenden de- 
serves the thanks and gratitude of every patriot 
iu the land for his noble, gallant, and patriotic 
defense of the Constitution and the Union, and 
that our Representative, W. IS. Machcn,in voting 
against the merited compliment offered by the 
Legislature, grossly misrepresented the will of bis 
constituents in Caldwell county. 

Ketolved, That our Representative in advoca- 
ting the immediate secession of Kentucky at this 
time, does not correctly represent the sentiments 
of a large majority of his constituents in Caldwell 
county. 

Ketolved, That a copy of the proeeidings of 
this meeting be sent to Dr. Jno. M. Johison, W. 

Machcn, and also to the Louisville Journal 
and Democrat, and Frankfort Commonwealth, for 
publication. 

The stars and stripes were then rut up by 
the gray haired veterans of the meeting, ac- 
companied by the "Star Spangled Banner' 
from the band, and hundreds of patriotic 
\oices. male and female.

Adjouhn'mtnt of the Legislature. — The 
Senate yesterday, by a vote of thirty-three to 
two, resolved to adjourn tine die on Wednes" 
day, the 27th. This is all proper enough, 
but we cannot understand it. Senators who 
voted lor the resolution, in a minute after, 
asked leave to bring in new bills, knowing 
it to be utterly impossible for committees to 
report those bills; for the Senate to act on 
thera; for them to be sent to the House, act- 
ed on there, and then be enrolled and ex- 
tiuiine 1 by the Governor, before Wednesday. 
In fact, the business already commenced by 
the Senate cannot be completed by Wednes- 
day. Then why introduce new business? 
If the country needs no more legislation- 
why legislate? If the county does need more 
legislation, why adjourn? 

Most grave anil learned Senate, we beg of 
vou (as editor of the Commonwealth and not 
as one of your officers) to be consistent. If 
it is a meritorious thing to adjourn on Wed- 
nesday, do so, and take with you our bless- 
ing. If it is necessary to pass a few more 
Laws demanded by. the present state of the 
country, do it. Either course is' possible 
and rational when taken by itself, but both 
combined, constitute a compound impossi- 
bility, which presents an aspect rather too 
ridiculous for even the purposes ot "bunk- 
um/'

Wo notice that the Frankfort correspond- 
ent of the Cincinnati Commercial makes a 
dolelul attempt to be funny at the expense 
of Col. Hodge.

The Act for the benefit of Sheriffs, ice. 

We have heretofore published the follow- 
ing act, but publish it again by request of 
several members of the Legislature: 

142. An act allowing further time to the 
sheriffs for the benefit of tax-payers. 

lie it enacted by the General AstentUi/ nf 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the 
sheriffs of this State who have not finished 
paying up their Slate revenue, shall have the 
further lime until the lirst day of June next 
to finish paying revenue into the State Trem 
ury, without incurring the penalty of the 
law for failing within the time now pre- 
scri bed. 

j> 2. Provided that the sheriff who accepts 
the benefit of this act shall be required to 
pay in and report monthly on oath to the 
State Auditor, the amount of revenue that 
has been collected by him for each month: 
And provided further. That any sheriff failing 
to comply with this provision, shall not be 
entitled to the benefit of this act, nor until 
hisjsechrities have entered upon record their 
consent before their respective county clerks : 
Provided /urther. That any sherifl'sjavailing 
themselves of this act, shall pay interest on 
the balance due from each, at the rate of six 
percent, per annum from the 15th of Janu- 
ary, 1801, till paid: Provided furth r. That 
such sheriffs as have not paid into the Treas- 
ury at least thirty per cent, of the net 
amount of revenue of their respective coun- 
ties, shall not receive the benefit of this act 
until said thirty percent., nt least, shall have 
been paid: Piovtded further, That BO sheriff 
shall be entitled to the benefit of this act. 
until he files in the Auditor's office his state- 
ment, in writing, with his affidavit attached, 
in substance, that lie has not used for indi- 
vidual purposes, since the 15th of January 
last, any portion of the revenue by him ec> 
lected, belonging to the State. 

§ 3. That this act take effect from its pass- 
age. ■
